sent east by the enrly tran. It was 
despatched; and so were the letters, but 
between this city and Montreal, either on 
the cars or at the office where the letters 
were to be delivered, the packages got 
astray, and‘lins not turned up since, It is 
supposed’ to contain a good amount of 
money, and places some of the officials, of 
course, in rather au awkward position; 
although, fortunately, those whose hands 
it passed through on the train, and in the 
Toronto office, are known to be eflicient 
anc trustworthy officers. 

It would be well if greater care were 
taken at the depots onthe arrival of night 
trains. It is only a few nightsago since 
suspicious characters were seen apparently 
watching the mail cart, on the arrival of 
the niorning express on the Grand Trunk 
east, It is not the first time that bags have 
walked off mysteriously, and been found 
either under the platform cut up, or in a 
field or alley emptied of their letters,— 
When every yan of the American Express 
Company has to be watched at night on the 
arrival of trains, it shows that those who 
would be guilty of robbing an express safo, 
would not hesitate to rip open a mail bag, 
and take the hard earned money of unfor- 
tunate citizens, 


A Cloud of Grasshoppers. 

The plague of grasshoppers is again 
sweeping over a large part of Texas. The 
following extract of a letter from J. H. 
Cochran, dated at Belknap on the 16th ult., 
describes the first appearance of the pest: 

“Yesterday, the 15th, I saw a sight 
which I hope no moral man wall ever see 
again. About three o'clock p. m., I went 
to the door, and observing that the sun 
shone but dimly, Llooked for the cause 
and saw in the distant west what I 
took to be the smoke of an immense fire, 
but on looking closer I perceived that it 
was not smoke. What is it? was the 
enquiry of everyone, both old and young. 
It continued to approach, andin about 
two hours came near enough to see that it 
was a dense mass of moving matter. Nearer 
and nearer, dimmer and dimmer the sun 
shines—we seo what it is—the Egyptian 
plague! From the ground upward as far 
as the eye could see, on account of their 
denseness, was an almost solid mass of liv- 
ing, moving insects—grasshoppers.” 

“All who saw the sight agree that for 
eyery square inch of surface over which 
they were flying, there must have been no 
less than one busbel of grasshoppers. This 
body ot insects were moving alead of a 
northwest wind. They were some three 
miles wide, and as long each way as the 
horizon was to us, This could be seen be- 
fore they approached near enough to dis- 
tinguish what they were; atter they reach- 
ed us the view was very limited on account 
ot the denseness of the mass. They have 
passed over in # northeast direction ; still 
we have millions left of the tirst coming.— 
This is no exaggeration.” 


Steamer “Grecian” Sunk. 


Epwanpspuna, Oct, 30. 

The steamer “Grecian” struck in ascend- 
ing Gallops Rapids this morning about 6:40 
the water being unusually low. Captain 
Kelly ran her into the Bay and grounded 
her, She hus knocked holes through freight 
and fore hatch, and the water is about 
fourteen feet deep at the stern; the stern 
has settled down to the promenade deck. 
The forry-boat from Prescott is alongside, 
and will save most of her cargo. The 
passengers have been forwarded by train. 

‘The following additional particulars of 
the disaster to the Grecian, ure from the 
Toronto Telegraph : 

Mr. L. Goldsmith, of St, Catharines, who 
arrived by the express train this morning 
at 12:07, furnishes us with full particulars 
of the disaster, He states that at about 
6:60 yesterday morning, the steamer had 
reached a point of land in the Gallop Ra 
pids, opposite Edwardsburgh, when she 
struck, knocked in her bottom, and com 
menced to fill with water. Mr, Goldsmith 
Was in his stateroom at the time and felt 
the shock by being thrown against the door. 


In a moment he had his clothes on, and 
hurried on deck with his traps. Just be 
fore she struck the bell sounded to reverse 
the engines, but it was too late, The cap 
tain immediately backed off und ran the 
vessel across the rapids to the maio 
land, and beached her a little ways 
aboye Edwardeburgh, The pumps were 
thon set agoing, the donkey engine 
at the forward hatch und another 
pump amidships. The paddles of the 


steamer were also kept in motion so that 
she would be kept well up on shore. The 
water gaincd fast, anda hole was cut to 
gunge itas itrose, The boats were then 
lowered, and the purser went ashore to tele 
yraph fornid to Kingston, There were 
only seven cabin passengers on board, two 
of them Miss and Master Hamilton,residing 


in this city. There were alsoa number of 
Immigrants, As the water began to gain 
the carpets and furniture in the lower cabin 
were taken up and removed to the saloon, 
and after the passengers liad breakfast the 
boats were made ready,and several who de 
sired to be taken ashore were sent and pro 
vided with tickets on the train which left

Signs of Progress, 


Among the many evidences of progress 
observable yn different parts of the ‘Town, 
the improvements lately effected in the Tro 
Works of the Mossrm, Brown, are amongat 
tho moat notable. During the past season, 

| the frame machine shop, which was too 
cramped for their expansive business, was 
pulled down and a large and substantially 
built brick structure covered with slate, 
took its place ‘This now building ia about 
one hundred teet long by thirty-two foet 
wide, and is two stories in height The 
lower flat is occupied with lathes and vari 
jous other kind of machines, a shaft ox 
| tending the whole length of the building 
With numerous counter sliatts driving 
the muchinery, The upper part is designed 


for the workers in wood. Adjoining this 
| shop to thewest isthe engine and boilerroom 
a solid, spacious building in which have 
Just been fitted up a new locomotive boiler 
and a new engine of 40 horse power, both 
manufactured on the premises by the Messrs, 
Brown, and finished in splendid atylo. 
Taking the new premises, with the other 
parts of the building which were all con- 
structed anew between two and three years 
ayo, fitted up and furnished as they are 
with new and improved machinery, these 
Tron Works, in extent and completencas, 
are surpassed by but very few in the Do- 
minion, The amount expended this season 
in their new buildings and machinery 
amounts to about $18,000, This firm now 
gives constant employment to about filty 
men. It is gratifying to note these increas. 
ing signs of prosperity on the part of our 
manufacturers,for it 18 not only an evidence 
of their own prosperity, but of the steady 
and inaterial prosperity of the Town. 

Here, too, we find additional evidence of 
the faith which miners and capitalists have 
in the existence of gold in the Hastings 
District. Besides the crushers ulready 
referred to as having been built by this 
firm during the season, thereis the machin 
ery for the crusher of the Toronto and 
Whitby Mining Company, which is now 
nearly completed. The boiler, which was 
made on the premises, is a fine piece of 
workmanship, 18 fifteen feet long and has 
vight flues. It will besent outto Ban 
nockburn, the place where the crusber is 
to be placed, some time next week, The 
whole will becompleted so as to be in 
running order about the first of January. 
This crusher is built on the same principle 
as thatof the old Turley and Gilbert Mill, 
which worked satisfactorily when in 
operation at El Dorado. The works are 
being put up at Bannockburn under the 
superintendence of Mr, March an expe- 
rienced miner. 

Another crusher is being got under way, 
designed for Mr. Ira Mallory, of Mallory- 
town, It is to be a ten stamp battery on 
the same principle the foregoing, the 
machinery of which is being got up under 
the superintendence of Mr. Marsh, well 
known to the mining community as an 
experienced miner. The boiler, and engine 
which is to be of thirty-five horse power, 
4s well as the whole machinery for this 
crusher, is to be manufactured at the Iron 
Works of the Messrs. Brown. Gold has 
been discovered on the farm of Mr. Mallory 
at Mallorytown, and so satisfied is that 
gentleman of the results of numerous 
assays, that he has determined to put a 
crusher up at once, The work has already 
been commenced, and it isexpected to be 
completed and in operation in about four 
months.

The main objects of this 
proposed amendment in the existing law, are 
to lessen the opportunity (which now exists)for 
bribery, in this interval between the first and 
second polling days; to deprive the goyern- 
mentof the power of Issuing writs for separate 
constituencies in a way to improperly influence 
the election, by securing the return of their 
own candidates in special localities; and to 
dimivish the excitement usually attending a 
popular contest, consequent upon a two days’ 
poliing.”” 


The one day's polling would he a great 
advantage over the present system, but we 
cannot see the force of the argument 1n favor 
of all the elections being held in one day.

tion of all office-holders, whether appoloted by 
the Local or the Doralnion Government, from 
belog elected to, or sitting iv, the Ontarlo Leg- 
islature.’” 


Here again the principle is carried too 
far, Why should the holding of an office 
under the Dominion Government, not at 
all incompatible with the duties of a mem- 
ber of the Local Parliament, disqualify him 
from a seat in such Parliament? Or should 
the holding of an office underthe Local 
Government, say a coroner or local land 
agent, disqualify the holder thereof for a 
seatin the House of Commons.

Hon. Joseph Howe. 


This gentleman who has been quietly 
watching events for some months past, has 
again broken silence. This time with the 
evidentintention of provingto the world 
thathe has no sympathy with those who 
cry Annexation in Nova Scotia. Mr, Howe 
led on his followers to the verge of rebel- 
lion, and then halted, remained mum tor a 
time, and now advises moderation and 
peaceful means to accomplish the Repeal of 
the Union. Inthe letter just published 
he gives the Annexation croakers in Nova 
Scotia some hard hits, over the shoulder of 
a Nova Scotian Yankee, who resides in 
Washington, and who corresponds with 
Nova Scotian papers.

If he resists the power of the 
crown, he must take histife in his nand, and be 
Prepared if he fails, for the ordinary penalties of 
treason, which men in all ages and In all coun- 
tries encounter, whether the cause be good or 
bad. Imprisonment or banishment are the 
milder forms; the rope and the fusilade are the 
sterner alternatives, Your correspondent at 
Washington, who advises us to resist the law 
and ‘cutaway from the apron strings of the 
good old mother Queen,’ will be secure in his 
study no matter what happens, even should we 
take his advice; but others who are to place 
thelr lives and properties at bazard, will per- 
haps ponder the matter soberly before they 
plunge their country into insurrection. * *

Animals of all Kinds felt the shook ; | 
horses became wild with terror and some 
were thrown, down by. the motion of the 
exrth, while others started and ran away 
Dogs were barking and. running through 
tho streets, apparently pot knowing what 
they were doing. Birds even noticed the 
great convulsion of nature. During all of 
yesterday the excitement was intense. The 
streets were crowded with people, the 
majority of stores and other places of busi 
ness were closed. — But fow persons would 
enter buildings and these would stampede 
into the streets with a rush whenever a 
slight vibration indicated that the earth 
was not yetsettled. ‘The earthquake took 
precedence over everything, business being 
for the time forgotten, and all looked as if 
another might come that would swallow 
the city; yet with all this fear the people 
tried to look. cheerful’ as they told their 
experience and related their hairbreadth 
escapes. The earthquake of yesterday was 
far heavier than it was three years ago, avd 
they keep getting stronger. 

Another heayier shock than yesterday's 
will tell attale as I do: not wish to record, 
This vicinity appesrsito have been about 
the centre of the convulsion,south and east. 
Tt was heavy, but north it'waa lighter. To 
Oakland much damage was done; at San 
Leundro also and. other towns south of us 
everything like brick or masonry suffered, 
whil¢ frame-work stood well. Persons in the 
country noticed an upheaying and opening 
of the carth in several places. Large masses 
of rock, several tonsin Weight, were de- 
tached and rolled down the hill and moun- 
tain sides. Trees were violently shaken, 
and water madé its appearance where all 
was dry before. From some streams bubbles 
containing inflammable gas lias risen to the 
surface, 

The motion of the shock was well mark- 

das being south-east’ one and north-east 
one, although the condition of some 
buildings indicates a rotary motion from 
the manner in which they are wrong and 
twisted. They-are open on all sides, In 
forty-two seconds we had ample oppor- 
tunity to note the vibrations and know 
that they were as stated. The shock 
commenced heayily and gained in

POISONOUS STOCKINGS. 


We have already noted the small panic 
created in England by the discovery that 
dyed hose produce poisonous effects, Dr 
Tarral writes to the London 7imes 

“On the 2nd of May last I was called in 
by Mr. M ,% merchant of Hayre, to 
attend him for an acute affection of the 
feet, extending upward to the ankle joints, 
and presenting the following symptoms ;— 
Diffused redness and tumefaction, followed 
afterwards by numerous vesicles, having 
all the appearance of acute eezema. Dur- 
ing the progess of the malady I noticed 
the presence on both feet of red transverse 
stripes an equal distance from each other. 
The course of the effection was eltogether 
different from what is usually observed in 
vesicular diseasea of the skin, and I was 
led to expect that some external poison had 
determined the symptoms described. Mr. 
M-——— here came to my assistance by 
stating that the disease had developed it- 
self under the influence of some socks pur- 
chased in London, and worn for about 
twelve days; these socks, of a violet ground 
bad on them transverse streaks of deep red, 
which corresponded exactly with the stripes 
on the cutaneous surface of the two lower 
extremities, ‘The affection was severe, and 
lasted a considerable time, producing great 
irritation and general constitutional dis- 
turbance.” 

To thia the Pall Mall Gazette adds ;— 

“In Marshal Saxe’s Reveries upon the art 
of war, speaking of military clothing, he 
says: “In regard to the legs and feet, I 
could wish the soldiers to have shoes made 
of thin leather, with low heela * * these 
shoes must be wore upon the naked foot, 
and greased with tallow or fat—a precau- 
tion which we know from experience to 
have been made use of by all the French 
veterans —not only as it entirely preserved 
their feet from galling ona march, but as 
the grease prevented the wet, in a measure 
from penetrating. The Germans, who make 
their infantry wear woollen stockings, haye 
always great numbers crippled from blis- 
ters, ulcers, and all sorts of inflammatory 
humors in their feet and legs.” There are 
all kinds of curiosities inthis nearly for- 
gotten book. For one thing, Saxe contin- 
ually recommends the yse of breechloading 
arme.

The following extraordinary communica- 
tion has been handed to us by a Toronto 
man, who has been 2 years deaf and dumb 
and recovered the full'uss of his senses of 
hearing and speech last month. We know 
the person, knew him when deaf and dumb, 
and have conversed with him in our office 
to-day, and gre consequently in a position 
to youch for the accuracy of his statement. 

TWENTY-FOUR YEARS OF DARKNESS. 

Fancy twenty-four yea of darkness, 
with ears that did not hear, and lids that 
could not speak! Twenty-toor years of 
painful deprivation, in which the sufferer 
lived comparatively a living death, unable 
to hear anything that was passing around 
him, equally ungble to express the thoughts 
that animated his mind. We are told that 
such men are often, whilst suffering from 
the deprivation of these senses, gifted with 
peculiar delicacy of touch and sight, which 
ap some way to compensate them for their 
loss. The subject of our notice was pain- 
fully alive to his defects, but after a long 
acquaintance with individuals, was not un- 
frequently able to comprehend a portion 
ot their meaning from the motion of their 
lips ; but a melancholy satisfaction, euch as 
this, must haye contributed to embitter his 
consciousness of the want of the two great 
necessities of Jife, rather than satisfied the 
cravings of an active mind such as this 
person appears to possess. Ashe himself 
feelingly expresses the joy with which the 
astounding change came—recoyery of both 
hearing and speech, “What is impossible 
with man is possible with God.” The de~ 
scription he gives of the sensations which 
thrilled him at the instant when nature re— 
sumed her power is touching. He said :— 
“Tt seemed to me ag though my hesd was 
suddenly burst asunder; a dangling light 
appeared to flash across my brain, confus~ 
ing and bewildering me, and having the 
effect almost of intoxication, The sound 
of my own yoice almost stunned me, and 
passed through my head with an intense 
shock that astounded whilstit delighted 
me. It was some time before I could realize 
the fact that the precious gifts of hearing 
and speaking were restored to me; and 
when I did, I experienced a degree of thank- 
fulness and joy which I cannot find words 
to express.” We reiterate that we are in a 
position to youch for the truth of the state- 
ment, and feel that this is indeed, as we 
have described it, a most extraordinary re- 
coyery of hearing and speech. 

‘The person's name is Oneida Castillio ; 
hisfather is a Spaniard,settled in the States, 
und he himself has worked as a mechanic. 
In consequence of his being unable to ex- 
press himself, he says he has been done out 
of his wages at various times, and with the 
blessings now so happily restored to him, is 
secking other employment.

dumb—the former having left me deaf—- 
This was just what might be expected. I 
was thusa deaf mute from the time up to 
Sept. 26, just about one month ago, when, 
to my utter astonishment, the words good 
morning escaped my lips. How I felt at 
the moment ; what joy when those words 
were formed ; my consternation when I 
felt my head ringing with the sound, can 
be better imagined than be described.

first place visited after my arrival at Madoc |" 


was the reported rich quartz lodes or yeins 
in Marmora, ‘These veins are in the valley 
of the Moira River, and were traced by me 
for a distance of nearly two miles. The 
yeing run in a straight direction nearly 
north and south, across the easterly portions 
of Lots 6, 7, 8,9, and 10,in the 8th Con- 
cession. On a portion of these lots a 
number of veins are traceable, all running 
Parallel to each other, haying the same 
slight dip towards the west, with killas or 
tale-slate linings, between the quartz and 
the granite walls. Of these veins, two are 
each fully six fect in width in every place 
where opened, and the spaces between the 
outcroppings of these two veins, on Lot 6, 
and their outcroppings on Lot 9, cannot 
vary but a few feet, as the veins seem to 
the eye, in each case, to be about the same 
distance apart, The main openings ot the 
veins are on Lot 6 and 9, in each of which 
pisces the quartz is rich in visible gold. 
However, this visible gold in the quurtz is 
not the only evidence of the richness of the 
lodes. 
By taking any piece of the quartz in 
which gold is not visible, and crushing the 
same finely and washing off the quartz, 
shows of fine gold can be obtained; and 
by panning and washing the earth, irmed- 
iately above the yeins of quartz, hundreds 
of shows of fine gold can be obtained, 
derivable evidently from the decompos 
tion of the surface of the quartz durin 
the lapse of ages pust. In several places 
removed the unbroken earth several feet 
in depth above the veins; took pans of the 
same from off the surface of the quartz and 
washed them out myself, and got hundreds 
of shows or particles of fine gold. The 
evidences that these are true fissure yeins 
do notalone consist in their richness, their 
great length or distance traced,their width 
and talc-slate liniogs. Probably the grand- 
est evidence of their being such is furnished 
by the two distinct formations on either 
side, and between which these veins ran.— 
On the east side of the River Moira is a 
ridge of reddish Gueissoid rock, rising 
some three hundred feet aboye the river, 
and on the west isa black granite forma- 
tion, These formations, a short distance 
north of Lot 10, ia the 8th concession, 
became broken; and 4 large tamarack 
Swamp occupies space for some distance 
where quartz veins in their course should 
run. Beyond this swamp the river bears 
more to the northeast, and the rocky sur- 
face of the country becomes irregularly 
broken, 
quartz veins, but none of them so wel 
defined until reaching the northern part of 
the township and 1n the township of Tudor 
where they are again Jargeand well defined. 
In all the Madoc district, I saw but ove 
mine sunk ona quartz vein, that being the

The New Aulantic Cable. 


(From the Londen Times, October 13.) 

The manutacture of the new Atlantic 
telegraph, which ia to be submerged be- 
tween Brest and a suitable terminus on the 
shores of the State of New York, is pro- 
gressing satisfactorily. The new cable is 
almost identical in construction with those 
which were completed in 1866, the only 
difference being that the diameter of the 
conducting copper core is slightly greater, 
and the outside wires are of homogeneous 
Bessemer steel, galvanized, having a break- 
ing strain of about 1,000 Ibe., while the 
wires outside the existing Atlantic lines 
have a breaking strain of only about 800 
lbs. Tho new cable will be Imd in two 
lengths—one from Brest to St. Pierre, in

After leaving Bannockburn, where by 
the by, an extensive crusher is being erect- 
od, the land is rough and broken, and us 
soon as the Hastings Road,proper, 1s reach 
od, where the Free Grants commence, signs 
ot comfort and thrift, which characterize 
the settlements through Madoc and other 
southern townships, are not seen, On the 
contrary most of the Free Grants have been 
deserted by those who settled upon them, 
—the shanties are rotting down, and the 
clearances are rapidly being overrun with 
berry bushes and second growth trees, 
The land along this road as well as the 
road itself, is a succession of short hills, 
the tops and sides of which are covered 
with huge rocks and boulders; and even 
whore it was supposed soil did exist, in too 
many cases it was found that the rock lay 
within a few inches of the surface, and 
though there are still some settlers, there 
was nota foot of ploughed land visible 
until Millbridge, better known as the Jor- 
dan,was reached. Here there are a few very 
passable farms, particularly that owned by 
the Reeve of Tudor, Major Norman. In 
this village thiraty souls need never be dry, 
for there are three or foar taverns where 
the “O be joyful” can be obtained by the 
way furer, if his appetite suggest or crave it. 

While upon this point, we may suggest to 
travellers that way, that if they want good 
uccommodations and a comfortable and 


luck was pour, avd hal icnot been for 
gill net which had been set, they would | 
have had no trout for breakfast. Bettor luck 
was instore, however, in the evening, for 
then some fine trout were caught with a 
line, The trout caught here aro peculiar 
to these northera lakes, speckled,and about 
a foot long.

This farm is 
under the management of Mr, Jobnston, 
who extended the kindest hospitality to the 
party. The farm consists of about 800 
acres of cleared land,most ot which is under 
cultivation, and tree from stumps, parts of 
it having been cleared for about 30 years. 
Mr. Johnston informed the party that the 
land yet produced good crops, though it 
had been cleared and cropped for so many 
years. This was important information, 
because from the light reddish appearance 
of the soil, one would be led to the con- 


the new road, which was said to be better 
than the old one, This road was built some 
time after the Hastings road was opened, 
in order to ayoid the many hills upon that 
route, under the supposition that the land 
through which this new road was to run, 
was much better than that upon the other 
road. That this supposition wes not cor- 
rect, ig proyed by the fact that but two or 
three settlers are to be found upon the 
whole fourteen miles, The road is run 
through low land, consequently there are 
many long crossings which are well built, 
but the land presents no attractions to set— 
tlers. Near its junction with the old Hast- 
ings road there are large clearances made 
by the Messrs, Hepburos end Murpby,whose 
farms gaye some indications of thrift and 
prosperity ; and though there is a good deal 
of rough, there is some good land capable 
ot cultivation. Passing through this 
tract the old Hastings road 1s again 
reached, and a sbort drive brings us 
to McKilhgan’s, in Wallaston, where the 
Tbenet post office 1s kept, and where man 
and beast are well provided for, but strict- 
ly upon temperance principles. It is 
worthy of remark, in connection with 
these two roads, that Mr. Robinson, who 
lett Millbridge on foot, taking the old 
road, at the sume time that the others did 
with their carriage and a smart pair of 
ponies, by the new road, arrived st this 
point nearly three quarters of an hour first.

Highly important letter from Hon, Joseph 
Howe. He accepts the situation. History 
of the Repeal movement. What he and 
others sought. What he advised. His pres- 
ent position, His advice to the people of 
Nova Scotia. 


(From the Toronto Dally Telegraph.) 
FAIRFIELD, Noy, 6th, 1868. 
Zo the Editor of the Morning Chronicle : 


Srm,—Judge Marshall has done mea very 
acceptable service by the publication of his 
letter in your paper of the 4th inst. T have 
nothing to conceal from the public, and ac- 
cept, With infinite pleasure, his challenge to 
éxplain my views on the exciting topic of the 
day. Had the Judge, at any time since my 
return from England, done mo the honor to 
ask for personal explanation, he sliould have 
had them ; but» perhaps it is better for all 
parties that they should be given in this un- 
reserved manner to the couptry at-large. 

Nine months were spent by Mr, Annand, 
Mr. McDonald and myself in England, in 
1806 °67, ina vain endeayour to resist the 


«| passage of the British American Act, and 


tive months of this year were spent by 
another delegation inasking for its repeal. 
Few persons who haye not been engaged 
in this sort of service can fairly estimate 
the responsibility to be assumed, and the 
amount of Jubor it involves. It is due to 
all the gentlemen with whom [ yyas) ass0- 
ciated on'these two missions to, acknow- 
ledge that they zealously and fearlessly 
discharged their duty to the Tiorinees My 
leadership, though courteolsly acknow- 
ledged, was more nominal than real. Each 
set about and did in his own way whatever 
his hand found to do, according to the 
dictates of his independent) judgment.—- 
Every day we were combined in friendly 
consultation, andjwhere joint action was 
necessary we rarely if ever disagreed,— 
There are three million of people in Lon- 
don alone, neatly a3 many as there are in 
all Britisa America. They form, perhaps, 
the busiest popnlationin the world. | They 
haye so much to spend, to do, to see, to 
read, to suffer and enjoy, that it ia no light 
task to interest them on apy question not 
directly bearing upon their duily pursuits 
or pleusures. Atriend and I stood upon 
Epsom Downs, looking at a horse Trace.— 
There were eighty thousand persons pres- 
ent. Again we stood in the Crystal Palace 
and saw forty thousand ‘listening to an 
oration, and again we stood in Hyde Park, 
where the ¢lite of London society rolled 
past us insplendid équipages, to be num- 
bered by thousands. On each of these oc- 
casions my friend put the question to me, 
“how many of all these people 
ever heard of Nova Scotia, or would 
waste an hour to consider the 


insisted upon it, it was 80 unubual, so op 
posed to English habits of thought, and 
parliamentary practice, to repeal in such 
Haste an important statute, without any 
precedent or enquiry by # parliamentary 
committee, or a royal commission, that he 
did not know at that moment two mem- 
bers who would vote with him, and should 
expect to be left in a minority often. With 
this cheerless prospect before us, we bad 
no alternative, and consented to modify 
the resolution, Availing themselves of an 
invitation from the Duke of Buckingham 
to discuss the general subject again, we 
urged every argument we could think of to 
induce his Grace to yield either to & com— 
mittee or a commission, The issue of the 
two debates all the world knows. What 
others felt I know not, but when I walked 
out of tlie lobby of the House of Commons 
it was with the full determination never to 
go there again on avy such errand. I used 
to believe that, in a case involving yested 
interests, constitutional _ principles, and 
great sums of money, the British Statesmen 
and Legislators would do justice though 
the heavens should full, As I strode home 
that night with deep sorrow and «sense of 
humiliation not to be described, 1 was 
compolied to acknowledge that Lbad cher- 
ished a delusion. Any body else may try 
a third experiment, and they shall have 
all the honor and glory if they succeed,but 
I have too much respect for myself and for 
my country to go # third time begging for 
justice where itis notto be obtained. Let 
us see how matters stood when the debates 
in the two Houses were over. Of six hun- 
dred» and. fifty members of the House of 
Commons, three hundred and fittydid not 
take interest enough in the question to oc- 
cupy their’ seats: Ot the) three bundred 
who did’attend; buteighty-seven could be 
got to ‘vote, not for repeal, mark ye, but for 
enquiry only. In the House of Lords the 
deteat was still more decisive, though the 
tone of the debate was Courteous and res- 
pectful,--But fifty peers out of five hun~ 
dred were present, and’ of those fifty not 
a man.raised his yoice or voted for repeal, 
and but two spoke. in fayor eyen of 
enquiry. By a careful analysis of the 
division list it will appear that every

From that moment I have had no part in 
repeal movements, in which I have no 
faith. I have cheerfully made way for 
others who seemed anxious to air their 
project, and assume the lead, and, except 
when some person has attacked me in an 
unjust and ungenerous manner, T have 
amused myself in my own quiet way,smiling 
at blunders that I could not prevent, and 
attending to my own affairs, My opinions 
[bave never disguised, and, as respects the 
flourishes made about repeal for the last 
three months, they have hardly amused me 
so much as did the screams of the sea gulls 
round the graye of the dead Indian on the 
coast of Labrador. But Judge Marshall 
has heard of some negotiations, and on this 
branch of the subject he desires information. 
He shall haye it without reserve. The Duke 
of Buckingham,in his despatch and speech, 
threw upon the Canadian Ministers the re- 
sponsi Dilly of opening negotiations with 
Nova Scotia.

The Art of Making Toast, 


Did the reader ever ask for toast at a 
hotel ¢ If so, he probably was served with 
a piece of fresh bread, burned before the 
fire, the charcoal mostly scraped off, and 
served under the name of toast, Now there 
js a little science involyedin making toast, 
It should always be made of stale bread 
The heat drives off whatever acids may 
have formed in the loaf, but, more than 
that, the starch of the flour is more or leas 
converted by the heat into more digestible 
substance, dextrine. Dy nicely tonsting a 
slice of bread we save the digestive organs 
a certain amount of Iabor; hence tonst is 
usually acceptable to invalids and those of 
impaired digestion, S80 much for the pbil- 
osophy of the thing. Now for the practice, 
Make the tonst from a stale home-made 
loaf. Bakers’ bread will make an {imitation 
of toast, but not the thing itself, Slice 
moderately thin, and place on the toasting 
fork, or in some of the wire tonsters, and 
hold it near the fire until it is well warmed 
through. Then— here comes the rub—bring 
it near the fire whore it will quickly bécome 
of a light brown, or rather of a deep gol 
den yellow, turn and treat the other side 
the sage, and-serve, If buttered tonst is 
desired »pply butter in moderate quantity 
while iot, Toastshould not be piled upod 
a plate, asin that case the crispnosais lont, 
If thore is no toast rack, lay the allces lap 
ping over one another, shingle fashion, so 
that the moljsture of the lower slice may

M. McDonald, M.P. called 
me Into one of the ante-rooms of the House | 
of Assembly and expressed a hope that I 
would let the resolution pass without 
any notice or comment. He stated that 
he and otbers of the Federal Parliament, 
whom he named, were then engaged in an 
endeayour to reconcile existing difficulties, 
and that, if I did not interfere, there was 
every hope of success, He further stated 
that it would be bad policy to provoke heat- 
ed and angry speeches,and besought me not 
to set the heather on fire, L immediately re- 
plied that I had already resolved to let the 
resolution pasa with a few words defining 
my position, He then said it would lead to 
suspicion if we were seen talking together, 
and requested a private interview, suggest- 
ing that I should call athis house. This I 
declined,stating thatif he wished to see me, 
I would be found at home on almost every 
evening. I did not again see him until after 


L had begun the debate on Mr. Wilkins’ re- 
solutions and minutes of Council. He then 
met me again in an ante-room, and observed 
that I had not acted wisely, but had pro- 
yoked angry feelings which would greatly 
injure the chances of reconciliation between 
the contending parties, Only a few words 
more passed between us, and the matter 
dropped. The above statement I de- 
clare to be the unyarnished trath, if 
anything less strong than his conversation 
really was. 1 do not give nearly all the con- 
yersation, as I do not wish to bring in the 
names of other persons,or the sentiments he 
attributed to them. About the time the 
Committee reported against me inthe House 
of Assembly, Mr. James G. McKeen, of 
Plaister Coye, a well-known supporter of 
mine, wasin Halifax. He had an interview 
with Mr, McDonald,without my knowledge 
or any preconcertwith me. Mr. McDonald 
stated to him substantially what had previ- 
ously passed between us, and voluntarily 
stated that he would be very sorry to see 
me out of the Legislature; that we had 
been old friends, and that he would in no 
manner interfere in the spproaching Toyer- 
ness election, either by himself orin the 
Citizen, except to chronicle passing events, 
Mr. McKeen further said to me that being 
particularly anxious to secure the silence 
ofthe Citizen and supposing he was talking 
to a man of honor—to a maa who would 
religiously observe his pledge—hie obtained 
from Mr, McDonald a second and positive 
statement to the same effect. I have Mr. 
McKeen’s leaye to use his name—I make 
this last statement on his authority, and I 
am sure that where he is known, his word 
will be taken as readily as Ned’s oath. Mr. 
McKeen’s character as a gentleman of truth 
and honor is above suspicion. It is there- 
fore now perfectly clear that Mr. McDon- 
ald had agreed to accept the situation, 
and was anxinus to counsel me against 
‘ny course which would have a tendency 
to embarrass or prevent pending ne- 
Otiations. After this disclosure, let the 
ocal Government place what confidence 
they can in their confidential Queen’s 
Printer. Heisa traitor to them and their 
interests, and regardless of their interests, 
views, or feelings, and probably is quite 
willing to play into the hands of those 
whom they now consider to be their enem- 
ies. We shall now see what confidence 
Sir John or his Government will place in 
this double-dealing hypocnte. Withina 
short time, at most a few weeks after these 
conversations with me, and his pledge to 
Mr. Jas.

The North-West Territory. 


The London Railway News of the 31st 
ult. contains the latest information we have 
scen respecting the negotiation tor the 
cession of the North-West to the Dominion, 
Its remarks are as follows :— 

We are informed upon what we believe 
to bo reliable authority that the negotia- 
tions which have taken place between Sir 
George E. Cartier and the Hon. William 
McDougall, the delegates from Cannda,and 
the Colonial Office in this country, with 
respect to the assumed territonal rights of 
the Hudson’s Bay Company, have been 
brought to a close. The result is that 
neither the Imperial Government nor that 
of the Dominion of Canada are disposed to 
pay to the Hudson's Bay Company any sum 
whatever for the cession of their supposed 
territorial rights over the tertile belt of 
country lying between Western Oanada and 
British Columbia, it was aunounced 
short time since that the Hudeon’s Bay 
Company would receive at least one million 
sterling for the cession of the rights which 
they claimed over this portion of British 
North America. Her Majesty's Government, 
we believe, do not recognize any claim on 
the part of the company for compensation 
in regard to territorial rights, and the Gov- 
ernment of Canada absolutely refuse to 
enter into arrangements for the purchase 
of rights which they assert do not exist.— 
The time has arrived when some sort of 
yovernment is essential for what may be 
called “the debatable land” between 
Canada and British Columbia, It 1# per. 
fectly clear that this territory cannot be 
suffered to remain in the hands of a private 
company, and it is absolutely essential for 
Imperial interests that an unbroken line of 
British colonies should exist between the 
Atlantic and Pacific, We understand that 
the decision does not interfere with the 
rights of the Hudson's Bay Company over 
those portions of the territory which are 
not suited for colonization; but the profi 
of their fur trade will of course be dimin 
ished in proportion as the country is opened 
up for settlers 

The London Canadian News, geverally a 
reliable paper, has the following remarks

We are in a ponition to state that the ex- 
pectation that any money will be paid by 
the Government of Canada may be at once 
abandoned, and an announcement to this 
effect will, moat likely, be forthwith made,

Frauds of the Ballot Box. 


The incorruptibleness of the ballot box 
has beon the theme of American and Eng 
lish Radicals for years. By this system, 
the poor were to exercise a freedom of 
franchise unknown to open voting. By 
this system too, the world was to be regen- 
erated, because coercion could not be used, 
and fraud would be impossible. To the 
admirers of this secret system, we commend 
the following results of an investigation 
into the frauds perpetrated during the late 
Presidential and State elections in New 
York. We copy from the Zribune : 


“ It appeared from the preliminary proceed. 
ing to ake caso of Rosenburg, now under in~ 
dictment in the United States District Court, 
thatthe accused bad acknowledged having 
limself sold 7,000 of the fraudulent certii~ 
cato#, and that he had offered to furnish 5,000 
to the witness, on condition that they should 
not be used by Ropublicans.

Prison Inspector's Report. 


We are indebted to our representative, 
in the Local Legislature, as also to the 


office of Routine and Record, for copics of 


the report of the Inspector of Asylums 
Prisons, &c., for the Province of Ontario 
for 1867 '68, Inthis report we find the 
following in reference to the gaol in Belle- 
ville: 
“TY visited this Gaol on the 3rd of July.— 
Found 12 prisoners, elght males snd four fo~ 
males. the latter one was Insane, 
**T found the Gaol and all ite surroundings lo 

a yery filthy condition; the floors and wood- 
work covered with dirt, the yards over grown 
with weeds, and covered with wood chips and 
loose stones, The water-elosct in the north 
yard,—which Je immediately under the windows 
of the male day room, and in close proximity 
to the windows of the county offices In the 
Court House was in a state of fith that would 
warrant o health officer In bringing the gaol 
officials before the Police Magistrate, Iu fact 
the whole domestic management of the gnol 
was disgraceful, 
‘was more surprised at the state of thinge 
on discovering, by an examination of the Gaol 
Registrar, that elx of the elyht male prisoners 
were sentenced with bard labor, In tho absence

The only reason that I could discover 
for putting them there, being that it was more 
convenient for the gaol officials, tor the same 
reason the male prisoners ln thenew gaol were 
all put in one corridor—tried and untried, boys 
and men, without the slightest attempt at sep 
aration, although three corridors of the new 
gaol, contalning twenty-four cells, were uo 
ocoupled.

which has never been known before, and 
thelr progress isquite in keeping with thelr 
keon and energetic assidalty. The most curious 
point about the matter seems to be the 
fully authenticated fact, that schools have 
hitherte oaly closed experimentally, earlier 
or later, according to the wishes of the wi: 
of the respective head masters. The progret 
shown by the Varlous echools stands in an in 
verso ratio tothe duration of the classes, or, 
in other words, the less hours beyond the four 
or five in the morning In school, the more did 
the boys get on with thelr work. May it not 
be worth while to try the experiment in our 
schoola? Wedo not think that we need be 
ashamed totake a lesson from Germany, at 
this time of day, in educational matters.”
